080.45. 

Two-Year Inquiry. 

The indictments marked the cul- 
mination of two years of investi- 
gation under the direction of A. P.

CHANUTE FIELD, Rantoul, Ik, 
June 6.—The parachute of Private 
Harold R. Osborne of the Twenty- 
seventh Pursuit Squadron, Selfridge 
Field, Mich., was caught on an 
airplane yesterday when he tried 
to drop to the ground. He was 
suspended there for almost an hour 
before he cut himself loose with 
a knife carried to him on another 
plane. 

He then dropped to earth, the 
force of the descent broken by 
another parachute strapped to his 
back 

Gabérne was sent here to study 
the art of parachute jumping in 
this army school, 

Yesterday was graduation day. 
Osborne and a companion, also a 
novice, strapped on two parachutes, 
stepped into the cockpit of an army 
biplane, and roared off the field. 

Forgets to Jump. 

Two thousand feet over the field, 
Osborne’s companion got a sig- 
nal from the pilot, Lieut. Howard 
EK. Engler. He stepped out, count- 
ed 10, pulled his rip cord, and 
floated. gently to earth. 

A minute or so later, Lieut. Eng- 
ler nodded to Osborne. He stuck 
a foot over the side, yanked the 
rip cord but did not jump. 
Osborne's parachute: opened im- 


mediately and jerked the private 
out of the plane. The big para- 
chute, blown by the propeller blast, 
hooked over the tail assemblage, 
suspending the stident 20 feet be- 
low the plane which suddenly went 
into a series of wierd capers as 
Engler struggled to get the ship 
on even keel again. 
Knife Carried to Him. 


Observers on the ground imme- 
diately signaled the watch. The 
siren screamed. Ambulances took 
out across the field, trailing the 
plane each time it turned. Only 
a slender cord held Osborne. But 
it was enough. 

Lieut. A. A. Straubel rushed to 
the camp’s kitchen, got a paring 
knife, tied it to a sand bag sus- 
pended on the end of a rope, tossed 
the bag into a pursuit plane, and 
took off. 

For almost half an hour he 
jockeyed his smaller Plane until 
Osborne could catch the paring 
knife as it swung by him on the 
sand bag as Stiaubel flew danger- 
ously close to the biplane. 

Then Osborne calmly cut him- 
self loose, started falling — this 
time counted 10, and pulled the 
rip cord of his auxiliary parachute. 

He descended safely into a mud- 
dy field south of the airfield.

Ohio State and Prof. Miller. . 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OU published an editorial leader last 


week on the dismissal of Prof. Miller 
of the department of sociology of Ohio 
State University. The article was not 
up to your leader form, The serene, 
judicial tone was wanting. It was emo- 
tional. It was the impassioned pleading 
of an attorney before a jury for a noble 
client who had been cruelly wronged. 
The president of Ohio State and the 
board of trustees were portrayed as re- 
actionary dodoes still slogging around in 
the medieval marshes of education. It 
was their mission to teach the students 
what they ought to know. The thinking 
in and around that campus was to be 
done by the professors, not by the stu- 
dents, and the professors were supposed 
to think and teach as the trustees 
directed. 

I question the accuracy of that pic- 
ture. I direct your attention to the 
featured article in this week’s New Re- 
public, titled “Profits . Destroy Pros- 
persity.”” Its author is Gordon Hayes, 
professor of economics at Ohio State 
University. Certainly Ohio State has not 
cramped Prof. Hayes’ style. 1 assume 
that Prof. Hayes preaches the same cco- 
nomic philosophy in his class room that 
he writes in the New Republic. Cer- 
tainly it is fair to assume that his stu- 
dents read what he writes. And if a 
liberal like Gordon Hayes is free to 
teach as he believes in that institution, 
then Ohio State is not the haunted old 
house you have described, with bats of 
bourbonism darting through its colon- 
nades. 

This article, “Profits Destroy Pros- 
perity,” should be reprinted on your edi- 
torial page and probably will be. Gor- 
don Hayes is of your faith. Where does 
this leave Prof. Miller? Is it not pos- 
sible that Prof. Miller has been released, 
not because he objects to compulsory 
military traifiing, mor because be placed 
a comradely arm around Mahatma 
Gandhi, nor because of his liberalism, 
but because of his “prima donna tem- 
perament”’?

How to Avert Motor Deaths. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

VERY day the papers show a de- 

cided increase ih the death list from 
automobile accidents, much of which ' 
could have been averted had the Legis- 
ldture enacted proper traffic laws. In 
the District of Columbia and in the State 
ef California, the driver of an auto is 
required to pass Aa rigid examination 
morally, mentally and physically, and 
a failure to pass any one of these tests 
excludes the applicant from the wheel 
of the car. 

Here in Brookfield, like many other 
cities, we have the lame, the blind and 
the halt driving cars. It is even so bad 
that one poor epileptic fellow, to say 
nothing of lesser unfortunates, is per- 
mitted to drive on our streets and high- 
ways.

FISHERMAN HOOVER’S ADVICE. 
When President Hoover was Secretary of Com- 
merce he was twice elected president of the Izaak 
Walton League of America. His second inaugural ad- 
dress to the league was a classic on the reasons for 
fishing and the conservation of game fish, not only 
for the joy of life but for the spiritual, social and eco- 
nomic welfare of mankind. He said that “fishing is 
good for the soul of man”; therefore, there ought to 
be fish and more fish. 
The address, which Mr. Hoover remarked was de- 
livered in a “cheerful and philosophical” mood, was 
entitled “A Remedy for Disappearing Game Fishes.” 
He pointed out that “game fishing is decreasing stead- 
ily and rapidly,” and that the cause was the high 
infant mortality of fish on account of the present 
method of rehabilitation through hatcheries, and the 
distribution of fry and fingerlings. He suggested the 
establishing of fish nurseries, to carry the finger- 
lings through ‘Infancy to a growth in which they 
can protect themselves from their enemies. He said 
we had made great progress in the means of locomo- 
tion to fishing streams and lakes, and in physical 
equipment to lure and catch fish. On account of these 
and other causes, the time between bites is becoming 
longer and is steadily increasing. The object to be 
attained is to increase the number of game fish of 
suitable size for fishing, and thus lessen the time 
between bites. 
Going into the facts of the situation, Mr. Hoover 
found from the Government fishing licenses and 
the state licenses issued in 1926 that 10,000,000 peo- 
ple went game fishing. There are no statistics to 
show how many fish each fisherman caught, except 
in one state. New Jersey requires an accounting, and 
the record indicates that 4.5 fish are caught by 
each fisherman per annum. Mr. Hoover scorns that 
catch.

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GEM MacARTHUR AND THE PACIFISTS. 

In the absence of any other war, Gen. MacArthur, 
Chief of Staff in the United States Army, has worked 
one up with the pacifists. He discovers to his sur- 
prise that in response to an inquiry sent out by the 
World Tomorrow, a pacifist publication in New York, 
87 per cent of the 19,372 ministers answering the 
question assert that they will not bear arms. 
The truth, of course, is that if war broke out most 
of the ministers would speedily forsake their pacific 
vows and clamor for the enemy’s head. It always turns 
out so, and it could hardly be otherwise. We are all at 
the country’s service in time of peril, and, try as 
it will to be fair to pacifists ike Mme. Rosika Schwim- 
mer and Dr. MacIntosh, the Supreme Court of the 
United States is unable to see how it can be otherwise. 
Meanwhile, Gen. MacArthur is in our opinion tak- 
ing the pacifists too seriously. Gen. Tasker Bliss, 
another excellent soldier, said the World War re- 
sulted from “too many fellows running around with 
guns.” Except for the vigilant protests of all those 
who detest war, it is easy in times of peace for 
militarism to get out of hand. It got out of hand 
in Germany under the Kaiser, and it is out of hand 
in France today. Peace is the greatest of all polit- 
ical ideals, and as such it is certain to have its ardent 
followers. The theoretical has always been in con- 
flict with the actual, and if it did not steadily gain 
ground there would be no human progress. 
Both sides in the quarrel between Gen. MacArthur 
and the ministers are in character. Except for the 
one our enemies might overrun us, and except for 
the other we might be overrun by our own soldiers.

build. Her father, Bernard D. 
Specking, was St. Louis County Su- 
perintendent of Schools and had 
taught her at home. At the age 
of 6 she could write English and 
difficult German script. At the 
age of 11 she was able to read 


Latin, German, Spanish and had 
written stories, some of which 
were published in The Youtlis 


Companion. She was not consid- 
ered a prodigy either, not by her 
family, at leust. Often in those 
early days she told her father she 
intended to be a writer only to hear 


him say, “It is not likely anyone 
will want to read anything you 
write.”’ 


Three years were sufficient for 
Inez Specking in grammar school 
and three years to complete Kirk- 
wood High School. Graduating from 
the two-year course at Harris 
Teachers’ College on a Thursday 
she began as substitute teacher 
there on the following Monday. A 
yedr following she entered Colora- 
do University as a junior and in her 
senior year there won her bache- 
lor’s degree. Followed a year at 
Stanford where she acquired her 
M. A. in English. Along the way 
she had won scholarships and fel- 
lowships of which one loses count. 
Two fellowships she availed her- 
self of, abandoning others because 
she could not be in more than one 
place at the same time. One of 
these gave her a year at Oxford 
in England where she did the re- 
search work for the dissertation 
which brought her recent Ph. D. 
Her work on this was completed 
more than a year ago, but being 
too technical and abstruse for 
casual examination it had all this 
time awaited the attention of the 
authorities, or it might have re- 
ceived its award at last year’s com- 
mencement. However, the first 
Doctor of Philosophy in English 
had little to fear that anyone else 
would overtake her in the race for 
this achievement. 

Ten books of fiction have been 
published in five years and another 
has found a new publisher who 
will bring it out in the fall-under 
the title, “The Lonely of Heart,” 
taken from that line of Yeats 
which ends “shall wither away.” 

Employed both summer and win- 
ter terms in school work, only holi- 
days, two weeks in winter and six 
in late summer, does she find the 
time for writing. It is to a firm 
foundation in the fundamentals and 


methodical, orderly mental habits 
that she attributes a remarkable 
facility at writing. 

“I always know what I want to 
say. I turn my material over in 
my mind for weeks before I set it 
down, but when that time comes 
I can transcribé 6000 to 8000 words 
at a single sitting, between 7 in 
the morning and 2 in the afternoon, 
say.”’ 

Sometimes she feels she would 
like to bury herself in the Ozarks 
or some pleasant sequestered place 
and do nothing but write. ‘But,’ 
she adds, “I love teaching, too. I 
don’t think I shall ever give it up. 
Besides, I get most of the yarns 
from contact with the students, 
from observing their characters. 
They are just men and women in 
miniature. The stuff from which 
human beings are made can be 
seen with acute vividness in the 
classroom.”’

teacher of actual achievement in 
the literary world—not one of 
those who can tell how but are 
not able to write. What must im- 
press them still more is her ability 
to get her work published and fa- 
vorably cammented upon. 

One professor wrote that 
““Missy,’’ her first book, was such a 
good study in child psychology he 
prescribed it as a text book. 

This first book was written while 
she was still an undergraduate.

Baldness Prevention 


Te escape premature baldness, 


the first requirement is to pick 
ancestors who have been known 
to hold on to their hair beyond 
the age of 45. 

For heredity appears to be the 


most important factor in determin- 


ing the resistance which one's 
crown of hair offers to the ravages 
of time. 

A more practical means for es- 
caping, to the degree possible, 
premature baldness is proper hy- 
giene of the scalp and hair. 

To be of the greatest value, this 
must be started in childhood. The 
scalp should be kept clean by 
means of a weekly washing. Un- 
scented and unmedicated soap is 
preferable, and care should be 
taken to wash. away all the soap 
used. The hair should be dried 
thoroughly and the scal_, massaged 
gently. 

The hair should be kept fairly 
short. Girls whose hair is kept long 
should carefully brush it night and 
morning. . 

Since there are &@ number of come 
mon scalp diseases which may be 
transmitted through the hair brush 
and comb, it is desirable that ev~- 
ery one should have his own set. 
These, too, should be kept clean by 
frequent washings. 

One should avoid rough treat- 
ment of one’s scalp. Hair brushes 
should not be too stiff and should 
not hurt the scalp when used. Nor 
should one dig into the scalp with 
the comb. 

When visiting the barber see to 
it that he sterilizes his instruments 
before using them on you. 

When you begin to notice a loss 
of hair, do not accept your bar- 
ber’s or your next-door neighbor's 
diagnosis or treatment. 

Sometimes the loss of hair is a 
symptom of organic disease, in- 
volving the nervous system, the 
digestive tract, the reproductive 
system or the thyroid. 

It is wiser to secure medical 
help, including, perhaps, consulta- 
tion with a dermatologist.
